commissioner. 
They a re here to open negotiations for 
com m ercial treaties betw een the United 
States, Spain and Cuba. 
Senor Angulo 
talked freely of the autonom y scheme 
for Cuba. 


H e said th a t the Cuban people desired 
self-governm ent. 
H eretofore they had 
felt th a t .Spain was not willing to g ra n t 
real autonom y. 
W hen, however. Spain 
pu t into force the presen t autonom ous 
plan it w as accepted by the m ost a d ­ 
vanced aut<»nomlsts in C uba as fully 
m eeting th eir aspirations?. He and o th ­ 
ers who had alw ays belonged to the 
radical 
autonoml.^t 
w ing 
were 
con­ 
vinced, he said, th a t when the passions 
of the m om ent passed a w a y all C ubans 
would accept autonom y as giving them 
home rule In Its fullest senile. 


As a m em ber of the radleal a u to n ­ 
omist p arty Angulo said it w as hla de­ 
liberate opinion th a t the plan now of­ 
fered by Spain w as a complete system

M organ ca u g h t sight 
of the woman, an d calling a policeman 
caused her arrest. She was taken back 
to the office, w here Beckley identified 
her.
